TWIN FALLS - Pioneer Club owner 
Bill Peters pour^ a pint of beer for a bar 
patron Thursday and defended bis-local 
militia group in the wake of the Oklahoma 
City bombing. 

“We're not against our country, we’re 
not radic^" he said. “We don’t wear uni-, 
forms and go hiking around the woods 
with machine guns. We’re constitutions!- 
ists, you might say.’’ . 

In fact, when asked point .blank, Peters 
and other leaders of the United States Mili- 
tia Association say they are not a militia. 
Why? Because militias are illegal in Idaho 
unless set up by the govemmenL 

But the association's literature talks of 
forming “fire teams” and “platoons.” 
Members are expected to buy uniforms, 
arms and ammunidon. 

In the Pioneer Club's bock room, where 
20 to 50 United States Militia Association 
members meet several times monthly, an 
Urban Combat magazine lies open to a 
pa^e about bow to turn -a .22-caliber 
firearm' into ah automatic weapon with a 
silencer, and advertises for a btwk on how 
to make a bomb. > ■ 

Idaho law prohibits people from associ- 
ating “themselves together as a military 
company or organization." But no one is 
sure why the 67-year-old law exists, and 


there is no punishment for violating the 
law. 

Authorities investigating last week's 
massive bombing of &e Oklahoma City 
federal building have linked suspects to 
militia-style groups in Michigan. 

Idaho officials say there is nothing legal- 
ly wrong with allowing meetings for the 
. free exchange of ideas, unless congregants 
plot to overUirow the government. So far. 
they’ve accepted USMA’s word that it is a 
peacef^ organization. 

“We’ve not taken a look at this and who 
knows, maybe we will,” said Bill von 
Tagen, dire^r of governmental and pub- 
lic af^ for the.Id^ Attorney General's 
Office.

Months before the horrific Oklahoma 
City bombing, taw enforcement agents 
across the Central and Western states hod 
become the targets of ah escalating series 
of thruts and attacks by militants bound 
by a common hatred for government au- 
thority, records and interviews show.

Rain soaks Midwest as Plains shiver in. record chill

Rain spread across the Midwest ond Great Lakes on 
Thursday and cold air pushed across the central part of the 
nation, driving temperatures to record tows as far south as 
New Orleans. ' 

A low pressure sliding eastward across Michigan pro- 
duced areas of heavy rainfall across the Midwest and Great 
Lakes. 

Twenty-four-hour rainfall amounts of I to 3 inches were 
reported in pans of Iowa, Wisconsin and nonhem Illinois. 
Chicago got just'over 2 inches of rain, with almost 2.5 inches 
in some suburbs, ond ports ofLower Michigan got almost on 
inebjust during the morning. 

By midoRemoon, showers had begun moving into upstate 
New Yoric and western New England. 


Circulation west of the low pressure area drew cold air 
southward across the Plains ond Mississippi Valley. 

Record lows for the date included 30 at Concordia. Kan.; 
31 at Wichita. Kan.; 46 at New Orleans; 26 at Kearney, 
Neb.; 25 at North Platte, Neb.; and 30 at Amarillo, Texas. 

In the West, a new Pacific storm pushed showm and a 
few thunderstorms into Oregon and northwestern CdifomuL_. 

Rainfall- amounts were mostly less than a quarter of an 
inch, although Send Flat, Calif, near the Shuta Dam, got 
about two-thirds of an inch. 

Brisk wind blew across pons of the Southwest, with gusts 
to 46 mph at Mojave, Calif., and 47 mph through the 
Guadalupe Pass in western Texas. 

Thursday’s temperatures around the lower 48 states 
rangei^om a morning low of zero at Burgess Junction, 
Wyo., Ipitfiemoon readings in the 80s in Florida at Jack* 
sonvillchndMiami. 


Rea^ng abilities show decline 


WASHINGTON (AP) — High 
school seniors are reading less, and 
• it shows. 

I While math scores are on the 
' rise, national reading scores have 
dropped: 

Only about a third of seniors 
were rated proficient readers in test 
results released Thursday, a signifi- 
cant decrease from the same test 
two years earlier. 

And fourth-graders and eighth- 
graders were even less likely than 
the seniors to cfualify os “good 
enough" readers, although their 
scores held steady over two years. 

The results arc like "a whack on 
the head," said William T. Randall, 
chairman of the National' Assess- 
ment Governing Board and Col- 
orado education commissioner. 

"This tells us what we already in- 
tuitively know,” Randall said. “Our 
reading is slipping." 

No specific explanation for se- 
niors’ score drop was oHered, but 
members of the test’s governing 
board said it’s clear students don’t 
do enough rending — at school or 


at home. j 

A survey occompanying the 1994 
' test found that, compared to seniors 
who took the 1992 test, students 
were less likely to; read for Am on 
-^eir-own-timc.-rcad-morc than-U— 
pages per day, or be asked at least 
once at school to discuss something 
they read. 

Ten states showed significant dc^ 
dines in reading proficiency: 
Delaware, Louisiana, Mas- 
sachusetts, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey. New Mexico, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina, Utah and Virginia. 

No state showed significant im- 
provement in average scores, al- 
though Arizona and Mississippi 
showed improvement among their 
highest scorers. • 

There was no listing for Idaho in 
the report, which included only par- 
ticipating states. 

The decrease in National Assess- 
ment of Educational Progress 
scores comes Just .two months aAer 
Education Secretary Richard W. 
Riley declared U.S. cdui^iion was 
"at long lost, turning the comer."

"My last thought before 1 go to

--....Solving Regina’s murder is like 
procing together u broken puzzle, 
Tracy said. While the puzzle is 
coming together, investigators are 
guc'^sing tn the picture it composes. 

- So Atr.''the picture is not clear, he 
said. 

"We've heard gangs. Wc’vc 
heard drugs. We've heard sexual 
assault. We haven't heard anything 
that makes sense." Tracy .said. 

-Every morning, detectives meet 
and ponder possible scenarios of 
Regina’s death. Mo.st of the 400 
other cases that cycle through the 
. detectives’ office monthly have tak- 


en a back seat to the murder investi- 
gation, Tracy said. - 

"Everyone one of us is working 
on the cose. Wc get calls every 
day," Tracy said. 

"I don’t think there's an officer in 
this department that has a higher 
priority than solving this case," 
Sheriff Billy Crystal said. 

Public interest in Regina’s death 
has resulted in a deluge of informa- 
tion for officers to sort through. At . 
Icost six people have called claim- 
ing to have found a green and block 
blanket missing from Regina’s bed- 
room. 

Two of the blankets found on the 
banks of the Snake River lie 
wrapped up in plastic bags next to 
Tracy’s desk in the comer of the de- 
tectives' office. Neither of them 
matches the missing bedding. 


Next to the blankets is a box 
filled withitudio and video tapes of 
conversations with people inicf- 
viewed about Regina's death. Solv- 
ing her murder hinges on coopera- 
tion and information from Regina’s 
friends and family, Tracy soid. 

“There ore people out there who 
know about this murder. Somebody 
out there has to point us in the right 
direction. The police can't solve 
crimes all by themselves." he soid.

Fifty-gallon wotcr barrels 
line the walls near a donated fax 
machine and old bar knick-knacks

Copies of mogazine articles osk-

. and long tables. Stacks of old U.S. 
.Army manuals from surplus stores 
discuss bottle tactics and land-mine 
placement. 

Peters, 55, carries a copy of the 
U.S. Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights in the front pocket of his 
plaid shirt. He admits his group 
sometimes attracts the occasional' 
warmonger, but said he didn’t know 
where the magazines and battle 
manuals came f^m. 

“Someone must have just brought 
that stuff in, 1 don’t know,” Peters 
said. 

The militia group helps chonnel 
the violent urges that 0 few mem- 
bers may have. Members send post-

' Militia leaderti have distanced

When the agents refused to leave 
the ranch at the request of the local 
sheriff and a rancher, the pair sped 
off.

A scries of confrontations in the 
months before the Oklahoma bomb- 
ing have been reviewed by federal 
investigative oiTiciaLs as part of an 
effort to gauge the ongoing threat of 
violence.

1,503 calls had 
come the Red Cross “disaster welfare 
inquiiy." They have been able to pro- 
vide answers for 889 of them. 

Spokeswoman Cino Gialloirardo 
said 200 Red Cross staffers are work- 


ing in a 24-hour operation, sometimes 
going out to knock on doors to track 
the missing. 

Sortie have been found in hospitals, 
shelters or friends’ homes. “A lot of 
times people just leave the area (after- 
ward). They're conftised," she said. 

Within hours of escaping the devas- 
taicd building. HUD employees began 
a non-stop "phone tree” that gave 
them a good estimate of how many 
people in their office had not escaped.

One of the wisest maxims of slu- 
of court decisions is Uiat “hard 
|[ ^C8 make bad law,” meaning that 
1^: p^icularly troublfcsome cases with 
'^unique circumstances seldom' provide 
* reliable or useful precedents for more 
' ordinary cases. 

^ Similarly, crises seldom offer the 
-tmost deliberative atmosphere in 
1: which to write new legislation pur* 
portedly designed to avert future 
2* crises. Time and psychological dis- 
tance are often needed before a leg- 
_islative rcsponse.io.a.crisis . is. dcsir- . 
able - if indeed new laws are appro- 
priate.' •, 

In the wake of the bombing of the 
federal building in Oklahoma City, 
some legislators plan to put “anti-ter- 
rorist” legislation previously offered 
by the Clinton administration on a 
‘ legislative fast track. And the presi- i 
dent has offered some ideas for new 
powers to be granted to the FBI and 
other federal law-enforcement agen- 
, cies to investigate potentially danger- 
ous citizens’ groups. ■ 

The bill already, proposed would 
create the new federal crime of inter- 
national terrorist activity within the 
' Uiiiled Slates and allow the govern- 
ment to use classified information to 
speed up the deportation of suspected 
members of terrorist groups without 
revealing that information in full to 
the accused terrorists or their attor- 
neys. 

The proposal would allow the pres- 
ident to designate certain foreign or- 
ganizations as terrorist groups and 
prohibit U.S. citizens from donating 
to them - unless they get a “license” 
allowing the government continuous 
access to all their books and records. 
(We’ll, ahem, let pass that recent 
White House reception for Sinn Fein 
spokesman Gerry Adams, surely the 
moral-equivalent of the Oklahoma 
bombers.) It would-extend the RICO 
(Racketeer-Influenced Corrupt Orga- 
nizations) Act and money-laundering 
laws to cover designated terrorist 
groups. 

Since Oklahoma City, the president 


has also talked, without translating 
his ideas into specific legislation or 
executive orders, about creating a 
new counter-terrorism center within 
the federal government and altering 
current guidelines to give the FBI 
more leeway to investigate and iijfil- 
tratc suspect groups before they com- 
mit crimes or acts ofviolcncc. He has 
talked about giving federal agencies 
more access to hotel and motel regis- 
ters and credit-card records to track 
suspected terrorists, along with more 
power to m o nitor tel ephones. 


Many of these proposals arc trou- 
bling. The FBI and other federal 
agencies abused such powers on a 
massive basis during the Vietnam 
War' and during other periods of the 
“Cold War” - creating massive files 
on groups and individuals who had 
r-broken no laws and sometimes send- 
ing provocateurs into organizations to 
urge violent activities to create a pre- 
text for a crackdown. That’s why, af- 
ter extensive investigations-, the cur- 
rent guidelines were put in place in 
the early 1970s. 

The RICO act has already been 
widely abused and has hardly ever 


been employed against a genuine 
racketeer. Moncy-laundcring statutes 
needlessly invade the privacy of 
many perfectly innocent citizens. 

Furthermore, there is no guarantee 
- perhaps not even a strong likeli- 
hood - that such intrusive measures 
would prevent something like the Ok- 
lahoma City bombing. Would credit- 
card checks have caught a Timothy 
McVeigh in advance? If the bombing 
was the work of a “renegade’’ faction, 
would even close infiltration and 
surveillance have discovered the 
plot? 

The federal government has the 
power now to infiltrate and investi- 
gate groups if there is a “reasonable 
indication” they seek to accomplish 
their goals through violence or crimi- 
nal acts. We should think-long and 
hard before granting it any more than 
that.

Thc old chilling effect is a familiar phe- 
nom to all us veterans of past First Amend- 
ment battles. Note the reaction of our true 
civil libertarians: Morris Decs of the South- 
ern Poverty Law Center (whose office has 
been bombed by .right-wingers already), the 
. American Civil Lil5:rtics Union and others. 

Immediate defense of freedom of speech 
and immediate skepticism about proposed 
new powers for the Fibbics and other law 
enforcement agencies to go nfler our native 
fascists. Makes me proud to be a liberal. 

But just because I will defend to the death 
your righsto say it doesn't mean I can’t also 
point out that what you are saying is vicious 
nonsense. 

One reason we all need to be skeptical 
about new powers for law enforcement - 
cosier wiretapping laws, more infiltration, 
-etc. - is because of post experience. - 
In particular, the FBI’s history of infiltra- 
tion of the Ku Klux Klimis blotted with case 
afler cose of FBI informonts who also turned 
out to be agents provocateurs, people who 
actually incited violence. This has led to 
some horrible entrapment cases. 

Everyone says, "Well, it’s no longer!. 
Edgar Hoover’s FBI.” The post-Hoover FBI 
didn’t show much concern for civil liberties 
at Mount Carmel. It did. however, have the 
courage and the good sense to write an hon- 
(^si and self-critical report about its mistakes 


with the Branch Davidions, unlike the Bu- 
-reauK>f-Alcohol,-Tobaccoand-Fircnrms. — 

We can also speak out against the citizen 
militias. In my home state of Texas, we have 
two of them: the Texas Constitutional Mili- 
tia (on excess of irony there) and the Lone 
Star Militia. Just what do these folks think 
the Utility is in arming thcmsclv« and their 
families and playing war games in the 
woods? To what end? The botty videotapes 
that these folks share and send around the 
country are cxereises in pure paranoia. 

We can also demand that our politicians 
quit blaming and pointing fingers and start 
concentrating on how to make this country 
better. Wc can have plenty of disagreements 
over how to reform welfare, for example, - - 
without anyone accusing President Clinton 
oftreason. 

I think it would also help if we quit cheer- 
ing when politicians lie to us. It en- 
courage them. For example, when one of 
them claims, as Senate Majority Leader Bob 
Dole did- in his presidential .announcement 
speech, "We con cut taxes and balance the 
budget," try to restrain yourself. Just be- 
cause it sounds good doesn’t mean it’s true.

elected owing every organized special inter- 
est imaginable and owing nothing to average 
citizens.. 

One result of goverruneni of corporate 
special interests, by corix>rate special inter- 
ests and for corporate special interests is that 
a whole huge class of citizens is getting 
shortchanged. And an awful lot of them ore 
angry white ^ys.

Waste lagoons more ofTensive 

I am writing to respond to some of the 
letters about the H&H Dairy of Hank 
Hafiigcr. The smell of manure silage, hay- 
lage and other feed products is not a both- 
ersome odor to me; however., Jhc smell of 
wastewater being flushed doWn alleyways 
to remove the waste of several thousand 
cows and calves, which water is pumped 
into approximately 17 acres of waste la- 
’ goons and used over and over, causes a 
nauseating odor that J personally would 
liken to open .sewer gases. The waste la- 
goons arc located lo the most costcrly part 
of the dairy’s property. 

The proximity of a person’s residence to 
the commodity shed, the- IT-ocrcs of waste — 
lagoons and the corrals determines how 
much odor, noise, dust and flies that' one 
must endure. In the evenings, winds are usu- 
ally calmer and cooler and the cooler breeze 
carries the odor from the waste lagoons to 
the west and north, affecting some residents 
in this area. 

The 17 acres of waste lagoons are locat- 
ed approximately 17 feet from some 
neighboring property lines. Due to that lo- 
cation, they have caused many problems 
over the past few years, including blowing 
dirt, blowing foam and liquid. If the plan- 
ning and zoning regulations were effective, 
when the waste lagoons were constructed, 
the waste lagoons would have been con- 
structed 1 75 feet from neighboring proper- 
ty lines. This would have given us a buffer

zone which would have solved some of the 
problems we have experienced. 

L^t’s leave ourselves some room for hu- 
man error, future modification and Mother 
Nature when wc construct waste lagoons. I 
hope that the county commissioners and 
planning and zoning will set some regula-' 
lions that will protect everyone's right to 
do business and to live in harmony. Plan- 
ning today will save a lot of grief in the fu- 
ture. 

I was bom and raised here and have seen 
numerous people live, farm and, on two oc- 
casions, operate dairies on the property 
where the H&H Dairy is located. I am not 
anti-dairy or anti-cattle. I own cattle. I also 
farm over 600 acres and own or operate 
ibraw’onall'foursidcsofH&H Dairyr: 

H&H Dairy has made some positive . 
changes and can pquibly clear the air and 
settle the dust that has developed in the past 
six years. 

In today's changing world, I thought that

"It is an example of early coordi- 
nation, which is what wc'rc trying 
to do to head off listings," said 
Frompton, who oversees the 
National Park Service and the Fish 
and Wildlife Service.

Agriculture. 

Frampton said the Fish and 
Wildlife Service had delayed action 
on a listing proposal until June or 
July, "based largely — and it’s no 
secret — on the hope that state and 
other programs would be put in 
place to avoid listing. 

“If you can design up-front ways 
to have long-term stewardship and 
management programs, then the 
Fish and Wildlife Service can back 
off and go away and you con avoid 
listings," he said.

Taxes loom as concern in finding s^ce for court

BURLEY - Options for a new 
Judicial building in Cassia County 
.were considered by regular folks 
who had taxes in mind, one taxpay- 
er says. ~ 

County resident Susan Duncan, 

. with other community members, 
helped draw up a recommendation 
that county commissioners build a 
new Judicial building downtown 
and remodel the courthouse for 
county offices. The estimated price 
tag is $6.9 million. 

“A lot of us asked a lot of ques- 
tions. We as taxpayers hated pay- 
ing taxes, too.. But we went in with 
an open mind,” Duncan said. 

The Judicial committee was 


made up of about half county resi- 
dents and half government offi- 
cials. 

“A lot of us wonder and worry 
.how we are going- to get that 
money. We all saw how the school 
bond went I think that people feel 
taxed to death,” Duncan said. 

But the committee found that the 
courthouse isn’t built to accommo- 
date security and space require- 
ments needed to make it a safe and 
. efftcient government building, she 
said. 

. .-No one wants to consider raising 
taxes, Duncan said, noting that 
some grant money is available. The 
, committee come up with two alter- 
natives to paying for a new Judicial 
building. Each is between SI mil- 
lion and $2 million cheaper but 


would create other problems. 

Moving all government offices 
to the Cassia Memorial Ho9il>l 
building, to be sold May 8, would 
cost an estimated SS.4 million. And 
it would leave the cour,tbouae 
building empty and useless, 
according to the committee's 
report 

Moving county government to 
the hospital building on Park 
Avenue south of Burley High 
School would stress the residential 
neighborhood. The roads are not 
designed to handle the heavy traf- 
fic volume, tbejceport said. 

Other negatives include eliminat- 
ing other uses for the hospUal 
building. It would separate the 
courthouse from the sherifrs 
department, adding inconvenience 


for taxpayers trying to maneuver 
their way throu{^ the system. It Is 
essential that all county govern- 
ment offices be centrally located 
downtown, the committee said. 

, Remodeling the^oroital building 
to house only the judicial, system 
and -leaving other govemmerif 
offices in a remodeled courthouse 
also is an option. Remaining hospi- 
tal space could be rented, to private 
offices. The estimated cost is $4.7 
million. 

In addition to traffic and zoning 
problems, a major drawback would 
be the security complications and 
cost in transporting prisoners 
between the jail and the courts. 
Again, county government would 
no longer be centrally located, the 
committee said.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — For 
months last year, commuters ga^ 
in wdhdeimeot at a strange-looking 
stnicture rising in the San Femapdo 
Valley adjacent to the Ventura 
Freeway. What was it? A dirigible 
hangar? A shed for testing rocket 
motors? A mammoth bowling 
alley? 

The building took shape, with its 
square windows looking out on the 
freeway, a wide strip of metal 
stretching across the lop (its occu- 
pants coll it the Mohawk), and a 
four-story dunce's cap in the front. 

Finally, in late 1994 came the tip- 
off. Huge letters emblazoned across 
the side proclaimed: A N I M A T I 
ON. 

Situated across Riverside Drive 
from the Walt Disney Studio, tfils is' 
the new Animation Building, which 


opened rather quietly earlier this 
year and cost about SSO million. 


The vertical-striped "Mohawk" on 
top is supposed to symbolize a strip 
of film. The cone in front, now 
painted pale blue with stars and a 
crescent moon, represents the 
Sorcerer’s hat that Mickey Mouse 
borrowed in "Fantasia." 


The building is replete vdth syn^ 
holism. The rooftop facing the main 
studio features a series of la^. 
domes, the same shape os dm - 
movie stages, inside and but, the 
design by Robert A.M. Stem 
reflects the streamline. luxuiy-Uner, 
modemc style of the 1930s, the 
period when Disney began to flour- 
ish.

Dylan goes non-electric on MTV

Bob Dylan, "JWrV Unplungcd” 

■ (Columbia). The-man-who- set. the— 
pop world on its car and outraged his 
devoted fans when he “went electric" 
at the I96S Newport Folk Festival 
has come full circle 30 years later. 
And what a pleasure his return is. 

Bob Dylan's singing — nasal 
voice, mangled, almost perverse 
emmciaiion, a tendency to whine at 
the most peculiar moments — is still 
an acquired taste. But on "MTV 
Unplugged," not only arc the lyrics 
comprehensible, Dylan's intentions 
ore, too. 

Dylan, the musician, seems to deal 
with his own myth by ignoring it. 
The result is a rare open, direct, 
accessible performance. The words 
are exposed, the jilaying is gritty and 
streetwise, the singing purposeful. 
He reclaims “All Along the 
Watchtower" from Jimi Hendrix, 
singing his onc-act morality play 
with a sense of urgency. Similarly, 
he 'takes back “Knockin' on 
Heaven's Door" from Guns.’N 
Roses, singing the refrain in a gentle, 
mocking,- fey tone, a counterpoint. 


New records 

.perhaps.-to-AxLRosc's .warfcry. 
approach. 

He recharges “Like a Rolling 
Slone" with a nuanced performance 
that moves from accusation to empa- 
thy and back, sometimes within a 
line os he now hisses the words, now 
openly pleads like a preacher. Dylan 
also revisits “The Times They Arc 
A-Changin'" withoul-a hint of con- 
descension or nostalgia. 

But these songs are decades old, 
and not all have aged well. The anti- 
war tuuhem "John Brown” sounds a 
tad ick> earnest, loo sure of its moral- 
izing, lacking the shadings of pain, 
confusion and irony that still make 
“With God on Our Side" a moving 
experience. , 

It is impossible to recreate the 
impact an artist had when he burst 
through the conventions of his day: 
The context has changed, the inno- 
cence is -long lost. But Dylan's 
“MTV Unplugged" comes surpris- 
ingly close.

“Wonderful” may be the name of 
Adam Ant's comeback-bid CD. but

Ant rode to fame in 1982 with his 
pirate costumes, bore chest and cot- 
ton-candy tunes like "Goody Two 
Shoes" and "Strip." 

But lousy son^ eroded his follow-

appealing ones make this cqmeback 
ail the more painful. 

To Ant’s credit, he ditches the syn- 
thesizers of the past for a more 
organic approach of boss, dnuns and 
guitars. The music Is lightweight 
pop, arid if any of the hooks, regis- .. 
tei^ it would be possabic entertain- 
ment 

But Ant drones on endlessly in 
“Very Long Ride," sings of sex with 
the insight of .a preteen discovering . 
Playboy in,"B(MUlifuI Dream" and 
loses all sense of melody in "1969 
Again." 

Wc welcomed Ant's peers Duran 
Duran back a couple'of years ago 
because of some catchy tunes. Dui^ 
Duran just paid us back with the exe- 
crable "Th^ You." Don't make the 
same mistake with AnL—

LUMBERTON. N.C. (AP) — A 
iccn-ager pleaded guilty Thur^y in 
ihc murder of Michael Jordan's fa- 
ther and agreed to testify againsfan- 
other man, almost two years after 
the killing helped push Jordan into 
retiring from basketball. 

Lorry Martin Demery, 19, faces a 
minimum of life in prison on the 
ftrst-degree murder charge. He told 
Judge Gregory Weeks be understood 
he also could face the death penalty. 

Sentencing will be delayed until 
after the trial of Daniel Green, 20,' 
who is also charged in the July. 23, 
1993, killing of James Jordan. That 

trial has norbeen s dwduled. 

Jordan; 56, was shot os he napped 
in bis car on the shoulder of an high- 
way south of town, while taking a 
br^ on a trip fitan Wilmington to 
Charlotte.
